The jurors were due back at 9 


a.m. in the Dade County Circuit 
Court,

instructions Thursday night. His

more than an hour. 


The lives of Mrs. Mossier and 


her nephew, Melvin Lane Pow- 
ers, rested in the jury's hands, 
with no words to guide the panel 
toward a decision, The state did 
not press for the death penalty, 
nor did it waive it.

weeks-old case at 9:14 p.m. 
Thursday, the jury deliberated 
for less than two hours and was 
sent to a downtown Miami hotel 
at 11 p.m.

Mossier and stabbed him 39 
times in a Key Biscayne apart- 
ment June 30, 1964.

inc material itself.

We have 
transposed the six and seven 
of hearts in the East and the 
South hands.

queen of spades 
being al- 


lowed to hold the first trick. 
East 
returned 
the nine of 


spades to his partner's ace 
and on the third spade lead 
East discards the ace of dia- 
monds and thereby sets de- 
clarer at three no-trump. 


With the change of those 


two cards it is possible for 
South 
to 
make three 
no- 


trump in spite of that sensa- 
tional discard. The play is not 
one that would ever be made 
in a regular bridge game but 
anything goes in bridge prob- 
lems. 


If you haven't figured out 


the winning line of play, here 
it is: 


South wins the third spade 


lead and plays a club to dum- 
my's jack. Then he leads dum- 
my's ten of hearts and East 
must cover. Now South takes 
two more club tricks, wind- 
ing up in dummy and West is 
forced to discard. 


If 
West tosses a spade. 


South can afford to let him in 
with the jack of diamonds 
because West will only be 
able to take one spade trick. 
So West can't afford to let a 
spade go. Of course, West 
can't discard a diamond. That 
play will make all South's 
diamonds good and he will ac- 
tually make four no-trump so 
unhappy West must discard 
the five of hearts. 


This allows South to lead 


the nine of hearts from dum- 
my. If East ducks the nine 
holds the trick. If East covers. 
South puts on whichever high 
heart 
he still holds. This 


drops West's eight and South 
makes his ninth trick with 
that seven of hearts that we 
transferred to his hand to- 
day.

WASHINGTON (AP) — While 


his critics and supporters on 
Viet Nam scuffle on the beach 
of 
public opinion, 
President 


Johnson has avoided making a 
detailed explanation of his case 
to the nation in a way that 
would give him the widest pub- 
lic audience and greatly help 
public understanding. 


Doing it would b es i m p 1 e 


enough: If the White House an- 
nounced well in advance that 
the President 
was going to 


make such an explanation to the 
naitnn at niuht it would be tele- 
vised and broadcast, undoubted- 
ly by all the networks, and thus 
get him maximum audience and 
attention. 


For some reason not clear he 


has not done so, although he has 
sought to express his views pub- 
licly in other but less effective 
ways. 


Last week, for instance, he 


made a major address in New 
York on Viet Nam but the na- 
tion was 
not 
informed 
well 


enough in advance to be looking 
for it. The result: only one ma- 
jor television network carried it 
at 9:30 p.m. Other networks 
carried a rerun after their 11 
p.m. newscasts but by then a lot 
of people who might have lis- 
tened earlier were in bed. 


Last Saturday he held a news 


conference, in which he dis- 
cussed Viet Nam at length, but 
insisted beforehand that it not 
be televised at all. 


Previously he had held a rath- 


er impromptu news conference 
with reporters at the White 
House but there was practically 
no advance notice on this. And 
when he decided to go to Hono- 
lulu to meet with the South Viet- 
namese leaders, the whole thing 
was announced suddenly, again 
losing maximum attention, 


On the ofhfr hand the public, 


by way of television, has been 
exposed for hours to testimony, 
for and against Johnson's Viet- 
namese policy, before the Sen- 
ate's Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee whose chairman, Sen. J. 
W. Fulbright, Arkansas Demo- 
crat, is one of the most impor- 
tant and persistent critics of 
Johnson's Southeast Asia policy. 


At these hearings Secretary of 


State Dean Rusk and Gen. Max- 
well D. Taylor — former chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
former ambassador 
to South 


Viet Nam, and adviser to Presi- 
dents Johnson and John F. Ken- 
nedy — did a brilliant job of 
stating 
the 
administration's 


case. 


But it is doubtful the general 


public, watching them testify, 
got the full impact of what they 
said or could retain the logic or 
continuity of it because they 
were constantly interrupted by 
critical 
committee 
members 


who injected their contradictory 
views. 


As a result of these interrup- 


tions anyone not an expert on 
Viet Nam was bound to get a 
mixed and perhaps even foggy 
view of the administration's po- 
sition. What the nonexpert got 
was a jumble of views. 


Johnson also has relied on 


Vice President Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey and some of his top aides 
to explain his administration's 
position. 


But no one could state his 


cane so well, or to so many 
Americans, or without distract- 
ing interruptions 
as Johnson 


himself if he went on national 
television at night, with plenty 
of advance notice that he was 
going to. 


No president in this century 


has been so adept in handling 
Congress as Johnson and it is 
possible he wants to avoid as 
much as he can antagonizing 
any more men in the Capitol 
than now oppose or criticize his 
policies.

nally ended. 
There, before a packed room 


of 150 onlookers, the 17 legal 
experts and a jury box filled 
with reporters, the opposing 
attorneys made their opening 
remarks and clearly defined the 
issues in the case. 


Earl Jinkinson, attorney for 


(he Braves, said Wisconsin's 
suit could "lead to the utter de- 
si ruction and ruination" of tht 
sport and "coul dbe the death 
knell of baseball." 


Jinkinson said the "court can- 


not effectively order them (the 
Braves) back to Milwaukee," 
questioned the jurisdiction of 
the court in the case and said 
the move of the Braves was au- 
thorzied by the National League 
because of poor fan support, 
financial losses and a hostil^ 
prpcc; 


Willard Stafford, special coun- 


sel for the state, countered i n 
his opening statement that the 
Braves were moved because 
"some young men borrowed too 
much money and had to make 
money in a hurry to stay in 
baseball." 


He said he was asking Circuit 


Judge Elmer W. Roller to order 
the Braves returned to Milwau-!' 
kee "screaming or otherwise," 
unless or until the National 
League assigns a new franchise 
to the city. 


Stafford also said he would 


ask the court to find that the 
antitrust laws have been violat- 
ed by the National League -and 
its 10 members, and that forfei-, 
tures be ordered against the de- 
fendants.

point by point all the questions 
that had been raised at Ful- 
bright's hearings. He told Ihe 
senators he didn't believe the 
fighting would spread into a 
major land war that would 
bring 
Red 
China into 
the 


fighting. He also said that "nev- 
er before in history has the 
United States been in a better 
economic position to fulfill Its 
commitments abroad." 


Fulbright, however, found the 


war Is "a great burden on tins 
country, as rich as we are." He 
said the pinch was even being 
felt back at the University of 
Arkansas, where federal funds 
for a dormitory had been dis- 
annroved. 
"Shaking his head, Fulbright 
observed: "I can't remember 
another maior war that has 
ffrown like Topsy . . . from a 
few men in a forelen-aid mis- 
sion to a major war." 


The committee is expected to 


finish turnine out the aid bill, 
already passed bv the House, 
next week eo the Senate can act 
on it after voting on the tax bill. 


The tax bill, which ran into 


some tough opposition in the 
House before it was passed last 
week, would reinstate recent 
reductions in excise taxes on 
cars and telephone calls, install 
a graduated withholding tax on 
personal income, and speed up 
corporate tax collections.

With the first good weather in 


more than a week, American 
planes flew 55 missions—double 
the usual number — deep into 
North Viefr Nam. For the first 
time since the 37-day bombing 
pause ended 
Jan. 31, 
they 


ranged far north of Hanoi. 


Air Force jets pounded bridg- 


es, trains and other railroad in- 
stallations on tracks along the 
Red River line leading to Red 
China. 


One flight went as far as the 


Lang Bun railroad bridge 120 
miles northwest of Hanoi and 
about 40 miles from the Chinese 
frontier, the spokesman said. 
There was no assessment of 
damage. 


But other Air Force planes, he 


said, knocked out a bridge 110 
miles northeast of Hanoi and 
another 85 miles from the capi- 
tal on the same rail line, and 
cut the tracks and damaged 
cars 100 miles northwest of the 
-iy. 
The Air Force flew a total of 


30 missions. Navy planes flew 
25. A mission usually involves

one plane. The 


spokesman declined to reveal 
the number of individual sorties 
flown in the North but said they 
were twice the usual figure.

suffering 
light 
casualties, 
as 


was the case in adjoining Hau 
Nghia Province 


The name of an operation is 


taken from a master list and 
is cluiht'ii at the planning level 
at senior headquarters 
well in 


idvaiirc ot the actual kickoff. 


'IV master list i: -iiadi! up .if 


names chosen at random but 
consists of names that can be 
transmitted with ease and with 
a minimum chance of misunder- 
standing by voice, telephone and 
radio. 


It would obviously be courting 


trouble to have Operation Dolly 
and Operation Polly being car- 
ried out at the same time. 


Several operations in the war 


in Viet Nam have been desig- 
nated by the names of U.S. 
presidents 
—Van Buren, Tay- 


lor, Harrison. Others — at ran- 
dom — have been called Star- 
light. Blue Marlin, Mastiff, Dou- 
ble Eagle, and so on. Some 
names have been taken from 
comic strip characters. 


Two

Harassing 
Calls Not 
Widespread

WASHINGTON (AP) - Inves- 


tigations by all the armed serv- 
ices have failed to turn up evi- 
dence of widespread harassing 
calls to wives and other depend- 
ents of U.S. servicemen in Vie,t 
Nam. 


The Defense Department said 


today "it has been found that 
the incidences of such calls are 
slight." 


Most of these calls have oc- 


curred in the 3rd Army area, 
with a scattering in the New 
York, Philadelphia, and Ft. 
Campbell, Ky., areas, the Pen- 
tagon said. 


The 3rd Army encompasses 


North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, 


Alabama, Florida and Georgia. 
There Is a fairly heavy concen- 
tration of military Installations 
in this area, with many wives 
living near military posts while 
their husbands are overseas, 


"Although it has been report- 


ed in speculative pieces that 
this is an organized thing," the 
Pentagon said, "thus far there 
is no evidence to support this." 


The department was asked 


about the situation after there 
were reports from Ft. Bragg, 
N.C., that many wives of serv- 
icernen serving overseas are 
getting obscene or threatening 
phone calls. 


There have been other reports 


of such harassment of wives of 
Navy men who served aboard 
the carrier Kitty Hawk in the 
Viet Nam area. 


The Pentagon said that all the 


services began investigating the 
situation after a newspaper sto- 
ry appeared on the calls to 
wives of Kitty Hawk crewmen. 


"The most disconcerting type 


of call has been someone saying 
that a person in Viet Nam has 
been killed, wounded, or cap- 
tured," the Pentagon said. 


"The calls primarily fall into 


the crank category, with the 
caller unidentified and general- 
ly showing no fixed pattern of 
comments," it added.

Jackson, the state's largest city 
with a quarter of a million peo- 
ple, was centered around the 
Candlestick Park shopping cen- 
ter at the southwest edge of the 
city. The Highway Patrol said 
12 persons were killed in the 
shopping center. 


One wall of a supermarket 


and a service station wall were 
all that remained standing In 
the center. 


Prisoners from the Jackson 


and Hinds County jails worked 
along side teen-agers, searching 
for bodies and survivors In the 
rubble. 


Bulldozers and construction 


equipment, owned by the coun- 
ty, were rushed to the area and 
used to shove aside the tangled 
debris.
